S.O. 2787. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 5 
of the Conduct of Elections Rules. 1981. and In supersession of its notification 
No. 56/1/62, dated the 22nd September, 1962 (S.O. 2939) the Election 

Commission directs as follows:— 

(1) Subject to the restrictions specified in paragraphs (2), (3) and (4), the 

choice of symbols to be made by candidates at any election in a parliamentary 
or assembly constituency in a Slate specified in column 1 of the table below shall 
be made; < 

(a) from the reserved symbols specified against that State in column 3 

of the table, or 

(b) from the following free symbols, namely:— 

(i) bicycle (ii) boat (iii) camel (iv) pot (v) railway engine (vi) scales 
(vii) spade (viii) sparrow and (ix) two leaves : 

Provided that, in the case of an election in the State of Nagaland, such 
free symbols shall be— 

(i) Elephant (ii) Hornbill (iii) Mug and (iv) Tiger. 

(2) Any such candidate sponsored by a political party mentioned against the 
State in column 2 of the table shall choose, and shall be allotted, the symbol 
specified against that party in column 3 thereof, and no oth%r symbol.
